T' E End and Intention of our FVriting and Com- 
piling theſe Sheets, is to bring the Art of Di- 
ſtillation into one compleat and entire Volume, 
containing all the neceſſaries thereunto belonging : For hi- 
therto this hath been but ſhort and defefively performed, 
for it hath had the nuthap, as many other Excellent Arts 
bave had, (c. To be Treated of by ſuch, as have not prafti- 
cally known the ſame ;, or elſe by thoſe, who have on pur- 
poſe concealed that, which in reality ought to have beent 
diſcovered ;, ſ@ that the Authors hitherto extant are either 
filled with needleſs Preſcriptions, confuſed Workings, long 
and tedious Proltxity of Words and Circumlocutions, as 
we may ſay going about the Wood, or elſe have concealed 
the Ariadnean thread , which ſhould lead direR!y to the 
Praflick, and ſo are only uſeful to thoſe , who bave ſer- 
ved ſeven Tears Apprentiſhip to the imploy, then lnowing 
what to chooſe and what to refuſe, and being able to pick 
the Roſe from among Thorns without pricking themſelves ; 
for what a chargable and confuſed piece of work, ſhould we 
have, were we to provide our ſelves with all thoſe Veſſels 
and Inſtruments deſcribed by Baker, for the making Wa- 
ters, Aqua vitz, and Burning Spirits, and to ſepa- 
rate them from their Flegm; which, when done, would 
neither anſwer the end nor countervail the charge; for

CHAP. I. 


ts which we Treat of the Art of Diſtillation 
in general, together with the Utenſils theres 
unto belonging. 


IRST, We think it convenient to define 
the word Diſtillation, and then to ſhew 
the uſe thereof ; the word Diltillation 
imports no more than a dropping aown 
by little and little; but the uſe and end thereof, is 
in the hrlt place to Extract the Spirituality from 
bodies, when miacerated or open'd by Fermenta- 
tion; ſo that we may truly fay this Art is for 
changing of groſs and thick bodies into a thin 
and Spiritual Nature, by which Action the pure 


+ Effluvia are ſeparated from the more terrene, Fz- 


tid, and impure Feces; and that only by the help 
of heat; they being thereby refolved into 2 Va- 
pour, are e:evated ty the Helm, where they are 
in part condenſed by the cold, which is tully ac- 

B corpliſked, 
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colmpliſhed, as they run out of the Beck into the 
Worm,through the Refrigerating Tub, and fo be- 
come clear aftd lucid : 'This is the end of Diltilla- 
tion in general ; but in Particular, 'tis to be con- 
ſidered in a threefold r , ſe. Diſtillation, ReAs- 
fication, and Extrattion ; Diltillation #: a conv'rting 
of bodies ( as before detined ) into Water, Oyl and 
Spirie; Kedification 5: « reiterated Elevoriation , by 
which the before mentioned are ſeparated from their 
more hidden and internal Impurities ; and the Spiritual, 
Eſſential humidity, from the more Phlegmatick, and 
Aqueous: And Extrattion is by the belp of ſome pure 
Spirit to draw forth that virtue out of bodies, which 6 
therwiſe would not ſo eafily admit of Maceration, or of 
being ſo evercome, as to be brought into Spirituallity : 
Now in bodies very compact, this is belt perform- 
ed by Ceohobation, which is a returning the Liquor 
upon the body whence Extracted, and Diſtilling 
it off again; which muſt fo often be repeated as 
till you've obtained the deſired Virtues ; theſe be- 
ing ſufhcient to accompliſh all that is to be ex- 
pected from a Diſtuller, and indeed to make the 
Art compleat, and the Diſcourſe thereof full, ſee- 
ing we intend not to fpeak of any thing but 
What is pertinent thereunto, we ſhall reterr thoſe 
who delire to know the Nature of other Opera- 
tions, to our Chynucus Rationalis, Where they are 
fully and amply handled, and fo paſſing by the 
uſe and Dehnition of this Art, we {hall now come 
to the Practick. 

In which we find that it requires a great many 
Conveniences, as a fit Work-houſe, proper Stills, 
Coppers, Backs, Inſtruments and- Materials, all 

which 
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which, to be rightly managed, require ſeveral 
hands, if any coniiderable draught of Goods is in- 
tended to be made, fo from hence we may con- 
clude that this Art is not rightly to be carried on 
without a conſiderable large Fund, but when fo 
managed 'twill repay the Owner, or Maſter with 
conliderable Interelt ; which is the reaſon that many 
of them get ſuch plentiful Eſtates, at which none 
ought to grudge , ſecing 'tis got with ſuch juſt 
gain, and that the Golden Cap is obtained by hard 
Labour: And belides, there's a Proverb in England, 
gin Gold and wear it; and why therefore may not 
theſe enjoy the ſame, ſeeing nothing is more labo- 
rious than this Art, when rightly tollowed ; and 
What they thereby obtain, we may, as it were, 
lay, is got out of the Fire : but betore we proceed 
particularly to give every one the Knowledge of 
theſe Protits, we ſhail ſpeak of the necettaries 
whereby we are inabled to go to work, otherwiie 
without them we may be ſure there'll be none at 

all. |

When your Work is carried 
high as the upper Nails in the Still, ther 
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your Vent, by carrying on your Work ſloping 
till you come to the narrow place of the Still ; 
let the edge of your Work be round, that fo, if 
any Liquor fall on the {lope, it may the ealter 


drop away ; your work above being well ſecu- 


' redall round with plain Tiles and a good bed 
' of Mortar, then you muſt cover your Still all

round with a courſe Canvaſs, or Hop-Sack, in 
order to keep the Walls from cracking, and the 
Fire tighter or more cloſely in ; which mult alſo be 


; exadtly Plaſtered and White-limed over : Your 


Still being thus hung and finiſhed, we ſhall now 
come to conſider the placing of the Worm- 
Tub. 

Now fn this you muſt obſerve to ſet it on a 
Wall made of Brick with ſome Timber in it, which 
mult be covered with a rougd board like the Curb 
of a Well, the better to keep it from ſinking , 
the board muſt be the exact compaſs of the bot- 
tom of the "Tub, but the Wall ſomething leſs, 
that ſo a Can may the better ſtand before it : 
And here you muſt obſerve theſe Rules, Firſt, 
Toat the upper end of your worm ſtand ſo that the Beck 
or Noſe of the Head may eaſily go imto the ſame withous 
the leaſt Obſtrution, and ſhut in ſo cloſe, as eaſily to 
be luted, Decondly, chat your Worm-Tub muſt 
ſtand upright , leaning neither one way nor another ; 
otherwiſe the Liquor will hang im the Warm; 
Thirdly, to try whether the Worm be upright, that 


you may put a Pint or 4 Quart of VVater m the ſame, 
' and if it comes all owt of the lower end, then may 


you aſſure your ſelf *tis true; Which being regard- 
ed you can't miſs of ferting your Tub a- 
right. R 4 Moreover, 
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Moreqver, we approve beſt of thoſe Helms, 
which have a large Pewter Crane Neck, pro- 
ceeding from the upper Center of the Head in- 
to the Worm, for two Reaſons ; the une is be- 
cauſe the Spirits come ſweeter through this ſort + 
than that of the Copper; the other is, that if rhe 
Waſh ſhould riſe into the Head, yet will it not | 
ſo readily come over to foul the Worm. Laſtly, 
you muſt have two or three loops or ears in the 
upper part of your Head to tye a Rope, that fo 
by the help of -a Pully you may the ealjer lift off 
the fame: This Still Head, and Worn-Tub are 
exactly deſcribed in Fig, | 

Thus having ſhown you the manner of hang- 
ing the Still, ſetting the Worm-Tub, &c. And 
alſo given demonſtration thereof to your Eye, | 
in the Figure; we ſhall 'now come to ſhew the 
way of preparing things fit to be therein DiſtiIl- 
ed; as alſo the manner of working the 
lame. 

Now the Baſis or Grounds for Diſtillation may 
be comprehended under theſe fix heads : Firlt, 
Ale, and Liquors Brewed and prepared from Malt, 
by any way of Extraittion or drawmg forth whatſe- 
ever: Dccondly, 4// things, that are to be Brewed 
and Diſtilled from Molaſſes, Sugar and Honey, &- 
tber with or wuhout Tilts: Kiticdly, All rchoſe, 
which are or may be made from Fruits, Berrics and 
Flowers of che Engliſh g:cavth, as, Cyder, Perry, 
an! Artificial VVmes: Fourthiv, Thee of . Fe 
re'gn Prants, as, Ruſins, Firs, Primes, Tamarinds, 
er «thers, that ether may by Art bs Brewed, or will 
#1we 4 Spirit by Fermentation; Filtthlp, Al! hind 
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of Foreign VVines, and their Lees : Dixthly , all 
hind of Herbs whatſoever , either with or without 
Addition. 

Theſe being ſufficient to demonſtrate all that 
can be faidin the Art, are laid down, to the end, 
that you may the better conceive of, and com- 
prehend what is to be ſpoken thereof, in the par- 
ticular ways of Working: We ſhall now begin 
with the Firſt Head, that of Malt. 

In which there are various ways of Working, 
one Brewing it into ſound Ale and Beer, which 
is the belt, and letting it come to Age and 
Strength before Dyltilled ; others Brewing it with- 
out any Boyling or Hops, bringing the three Li- 
quors together into their Waſh-Backs, and fo 
Ferment and Diltill; others Ferment Malted 
Wheat and Malt, and fo Diſtill; and others are 
for Protuberating and burſting Corn by boyling 
af it, and then Fermenting and Diltilling it ; all 
which ſhall be treated of apart: And tirlt of 
Brewirig ſound Beer, becauſe from thence the beſt 
and trueit Aqua Vite's are made. 

As to Brewing we have given you our opini- 
on in our Cereviſiaru Comes, Which in ſhort is, 
that by Decoction the deſtruftive Gaſs mult be 
taken out of the Water, and then to be cool'd in, 
which is, that ſome of it mult be cold, and as 
much put on the Malt as will ſerve for mixtion 
and commixtion ; and then pouring on as much 
warm Liquor as you intend to make uſe of in, 
that Maihing ; then rowing up well, ana letting 
it ſtand its due rime, ro draw it into the [!eceivers, 
and 1 to proceed, as directed in rac before-cited 

Hook 
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Book; only you are to obſerve, that if it ſhould | 
not be fully rich of the Malt, ro Dillill it as foon 
as *tis weil wrought, for tear it ſhould flar, and 
ſo great part of the =»w ſhould be loſt ; but if 
it be very Strong and well Brewed, you may 
keep it to what Age you pleale, before you Di> | 
Rijll it. The way to Ditltill it wil! be ſhown 
hereafrer, 

The fecond is the general way made uſe of 
by all the Diſtiller:; the way whereof, though 
Iaid down in the precited Book, ſhall be here 
492in repeated, becauſe this may come mto the 
hand of thoſe, which that may not, and becauſe 
we defipn in this ro make the Art compleat and * 
entire. Fir't, you are to heat your Water a little 
ab-ve Elend warm, #5. e, berween Blood-warm 
and fcalling hot, they ſay, chat if you boy! yo.ur | 
Lituwr you make it hart, and fo *twill nxt { tale 
d:it the wirtue of your Mait, but we knyw to the 
eonrary, for it the Liquor is fo beyled, as that 
on'y the Gaſs may evaporate ; little or no Con- 
fumption being made, it is by that means mage 
mzre mellow, and will extract mores virtue out of 
the Malt, it in a good temper put thereto, and 
then the Mait being in & Main-I'ub, add fo 
much [.iquor to it as 1s jult fuithcient to wer it, 
and this is called MyÞ;ng ; then row or (lir it 1p 
very well with two or three pair of hands, |tithy 
for halt an hour together, ti!l *ris all mixed in 
every part; then add in what quantity of Liquor 
you think vt ; but the ſtifſer you Math, the bet- 
ter it 15; then Nrow it all over with a little freih 
Xlair, and er it ſtand an hour and a quarter, or ' 
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thereabouts ; then let it off into its Receivers, and 

Maſh again with freſh Liquor, and let it ſtand 
© about an hour, rowing it up, as before ſaid ; fo 
a third time: And fome will Maſh a fourth rime, 
which then muſt -nor ſtand above half an hour: 
but we fay that three times are ſufficient ; the 
fourth being ſo poor and very ſmall indeed, that 
tis fitter for Small-beer for very poor People, 
than for a Piltillatron ; unleſs *tis uſed inſtead 
of Liquor for other Maſhings on freſh Malr. 
Now ſome very Ingenious Perſons Boyl their 
Liquor and Cool in, the which we well © ap- 
prove of, 

Now every Wort that comes is pump'd up 
out of the under Back into the Cooler, there to 
Cool; and then from the Cooler into the Waſh- 
Packs, there to remain till all the three Worts 
come together, By the way obſerve, that you 
neither Hop nor Boyl, as for Beer; now when 
they are down in the Backs, and in a pro 
coolneſs and ht to be ſet; then add good Yeaſt 
enough to work it very well, as for Ale; and as 
the Yealt riſes up beat it down again, and keep 
the ſame all in; and let it work three, four, or 
tive days, according to the ſeaſon of the Year, 
Temperament of your Back, when ſet, and Judg- 
ment cf the Diſtiller, 

If a Back be {et either too cold or too hot, 
"tis thus holpen, by adding either hot or cold 
Liquors, to bring it unto a good temperature ; 
in the Winter time, in extream cold weather 
when it flats and goes backward, and will come 
to no good Head; you may «gain promote it's 

t ermentation 
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Fermentation by adding ſome of thoſe things 
preſcribed in that of Molaſſes: Now if you can 
exattly know the time of the Waſh's being 
come, then you may take off your thick Yeaſt, 
to ſet other Backs with: But if not, then mult 
you take with you theſe ſigns, ſc. ;the working 
it ſelf down flat, and then the thick Yealt fink- 
ing to the bottom, that ſo what lies on the top 
will be but a kind of an hoary or Yeaſty 
Head: You mult obſerve that your Waſh be 
neither fowre nor ſweet, but in a Medium be- 
tween both ; for't will then be moſt prohtable 
for Diſtillation ; but ſome ſay, that being taken 
in its highelt Curle, betore it begin to flat, and 
the Yeaſt and all Stilled, it gives the moſt Spirit ; 
the way whereof will be alſo hereafter ſhown. 
The third we call the Dutch 'way, becauſe 
moſtly uſed in Holland and Germany , which is, 
the Fermenting of the Cornz which to do, you 
muſt proceed thus; Take freſh ground Malt, 
made of Wheat, Barley, or Buck Wheat, &c. 
and put it into the Oyl "Tubs before deſcribed, 
pouring thereon as much cold Water, as will ſerve 
tor mection and commixtion, and then alſo 
pouring as much warm Water, as will ſuthce 
tor making the mixture moilt and thin,  alfo 
warm; for it muſt be neither hot nor cald, but 
in the M:4wn between both 3 which being done, 


and well rowed up, mix therewith ſome new . 


Barm, und cover it with its Cover and Cloth 
very arm; Which being expoſed to the Heat 
will in a thort fpace begin tv Ferment ; therctore 
you aic nt. to fill your \, oliew, above three

quarters full ; this you muſt leave until Fermented, 
and the mixture deſcends, which for the molt 
Patt will be on the third or fourth day ; and then 
is it ready for Diſtillation; but *tis generally ex- 
perienced by thoſe which are not uſcd to this way, 
that the Malt being put into the Still Cakes 
and burns to the bottom, to the deſtruction both 
of the ſame, and Low-wines, which come off with 
a burnt taſte; which to prevent, there are two 
ways; the one is to preſs forth the Liquor from 
the Grains, and to Diltill the fame ; the other is 
by our new Invention, which will be ſhown here- 
after ; for we ſaw that all our Experiments made 
in a boyling Bath did not in the lealt burn ; but 
that all the Low-wines came oft very ſweet and 
luſcious in taſte, and pleaſant in ſmell. 

The Fourth and Laſt, is the Glauberian way, 
which is thus; Firſt you muſt after this manner pre- 
pare your Corn, whether Barley, Rie, Oats, or 
Wheat ; ſe. ſteep it in ſweet Water for ſome days, 
then place it, that it may ſprout after the ſame 
manner as Corn is Malted tor the making of Peer; 
turn it well for a certain time, lelt it be corrupted 
by too much heat ; then when it is weil ſprouted, 
ſpread it abroad, that it may prefently cool, and 
"twill never ſowre. 

But if you would uſe it preſent!y, then take 
as much of it as your Deſtillation will require, and 


' in a Kettle full of Water, boyl it fo long, till 


the Grains are broken, then pour ic int») a Wooden 
Veſſel, and when it is luke-warm, add to it the 
freſh Dregs or Grounds of Peer, and let it Fer- 
ment ;. when it has fermented enough, which is 

uſually 
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uſually at the end of two or three days, then Brandy, 
wine is made in a common Still, by Deſtillation: 
from that Cornz what remains in the Still wil 
ſerve to feed Oxen, Cows, Hogs, or othe 
Cartle. 

But the Brandy wine which proceeds from thence 
muſt be Rectibed, as the way is; and by thy 
means 'tis render'd ni\ore ſweet and grateful to the! 
reliſh, than any other Brandy made of Corn :! 
the Reaſon is this, That all Bread-Corn, of which! 
Brandy-wine ought to be prepared, it it be put 
to Ferment prelently after foftening, is necel{ari- 
ly in the Still, by boyling, reduced into a Pap, 


and ſo being corrupted by aduſtion produces a! 


ſtinking Brandy-wine. 

But this protuberating and burſt Corn cannot! 
be burnt, and therefore makes good Brandy. 

Now 'tis obſervable that that Brandy made from 
Wheat-Corn, is the moſt near of any other from 
any Grain whatſoever to that of Gallia. 

Ler thus much at preſent ſufhce concerningCorn, 
becauſe the diſtinct rules of bringing it into Low- 
wines, Proof Spirits, and rettified goods, Will be laid 
down in their proper places; we ſhall therctore 
now proceed to the ſecond, lead ; 1c. Molaſſes, 
Sgar, and Heney. 

As to Molaſſes, you need to do no more, 
than down with it into the Backs (ſeeing for 
promile-fake we mult open ſo many truths ) and 
add thereto three or four times its weight of Li- 
quor, prepared as in the ſecond Head; 5z.e. to 
every Hundred of Molaſſes thirty lix, torty, or 
forty {x Gallons of Liquor; according as ycu 
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' will have it ſmall or rich of the Molaſſes; tor you 


muſt obſerve, that the ſtronger it is, the louger 
twill be before it comes to Fermentation ; and 
this, if it be not well Fermented, will yicld but 

rly, z. e. very little quantity of Spirits; there- 
_ is it abundantly nicer to be wrought than 
that of Malt ; and eſpecially in thete cold © limates ; 


| for you muſt obſerve to fſct your Back at once in 
| 2 go0d temper; being nat fo well to be ho.pen by 
' hot or cold Liquors, as that of Corn ; and you 


muſt have good tore of Yealt, or Ferment to 
Head it well at once, or elſe it will not come on; 
but if you uſe Waſh inſtead of Water and Tiles, 


+ the Grounds of very Strong Peer, will help its 


Fermentation on fo, that abundautly leſs Yeaſt 
will ſerve; and yuu muſt obſerve, that it {tands, 
eſpecially in the Winter time, in a very warm 
place ; and if in the ſecond day it thould not be- 
pin to come well on, the which it wi:il not, if 
ſet either too hot or too cold ; then you mult 
have ready by you a Pot of very firong Muſtard, 
with a Horſe-Raddiſh and good Onion, and the

i the Muſtard ; and this will highiy prom. re its 
Fermentation; eſpecially it you add a Bail of Whi- 
ting ; Tartar or Argill is not to be deipited in 
the Doctrine of Fermentation ; tor 'ewiil give a 
ſecret and ſure internal one, yer when a Back is mn 
too high a Foam, "twill kindly {at it: In all 
this you mull obſerve, that Expcrience mutt be

way of bringing it into Low-wines, Proof Goods, and 
Refiified Spirits will be ſhown in its proper place. 

Honey muſt be mixed with four, five, fix, ſe- 
ven, or eight you of warm water, and difſolved ; 
and then to the Solution you muſt add Ferment, 
as was ſpoken concerning Malt, which afterward 
muſt be left covered in fome heat for to be Fer- 
mented ; being fit for Diſtillation when it comes 
to wax hot, Now know that too great a quan- 
tity of Honey makes a very flow Fermentati- 
on, viz. Of ſome Weeks or Months; where- 
fore for acceleration fake we adviſe, that a 
greater quantity of Water be added; although 
otherwiſe it yields plenty of Spirits, bur ungrate- 
ful; which therefore we would have no body to Di- 
ſtill, as being unprofitable, unleſs any one know how 
to take away & ungratefulneſs thereof; which 
will be more largely ſhown in the Chapter of 
ReQtihcation : Low-wines, Proof goods, and ReAifi- 
ed Spirits, may be made from thoſe Meads de» 
ſcribed in our Britarnean Magazine ot Wines ; 
and moſt excellent and flavorous Spirits they 
are indeed: Moreover as to what concerns Su- 
gar, it may be performed by what is laid down 
of Malaſſes and Honzy ; and therefore being need- 
leſs ro repeat it, we ſhall paſs on to anothet 
Head. 

Now as to Cyder , Perry, and Artificial 
Wines, together with ſuch Liquors as may be 
made from Engliſh growths, according to the 
general way commonly known, as alſo that al- 
ready preſcribed in our Britamean Magazine » 

C they 
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ona By hg well Fermented, and by Age come 
to be ripe and fine, there is no difficulty to ob- 
tain there from a generous Spirit. Note, that 
Cyders yield but little quantity of Spirit, let 
them be made never ſo fine by age; therefore 


"ris requiſite that you again open them, and bring 


them to a freſh Ferment, and then they will yield | 
plentifully ; alſo when they are declining, prick'd, | 


ropy or flat, it is requiſite that they be again 
hdped into a Fermentative State, by ſuch ad- 
ditions as will meafurably revive them ; ſome- 
times Whites of Eggs and Flour will do it; 


or ſome Alkaliſated Calx; and if not, then muſt * 
you proceed to your common way, and Fer- | 


ment, by which, and warmth, new Cyder may 


be fo brought, as in five, ſox, or ſeven days it 


will be fit to be Diſtilled ; and fo of the reſt. 


Now among many fine Goods excellent Seuff may 


be made from found Fruits, eſpecially Cyder, |

be made; therefore why ſhould we contemn 
the perfect knowledge of Molaſſes and Cyder- 
Spiries, ſeeing by a little Induſtry great things may 
thereby be pertormed : Bur what is here ſaid being 
ſiuthcient tor all kind of Fruits,ſeeing the DoCtrine 
of Fermentation is elſewhere more largely laid 
down ; paſling this by we ſhall come to the 
fourth Head.

+ Tryals have ſometimes done ; but 'then we have 
*' obſerved often to rake off the Head, and ſtir 
+ them, till ready to Boyl, for fear they ſhould 
: Cake: But if you make uſe of our new Inven- 


tion mentioned in the Diltilling of Corn, you 
fave all this trouble : "The manner of bringing 


* theſe into Low wmes, Proof goods, and Reified Spirits, 


will be deſcribed in its proper place. 

Now as to Foreign Wines and their Lees, 
"tis by us obſervable, that the former being well 
Fermented and become tine and generous, will 
give ſo noble a Spirit in Dillillation, that we 
highly doubt whether a pint thereot may be 
got amongſt all the Brandy Mercharits in England , 


: and becauſe their ' Baſis raay be fold in Fo- 


reign Parts at a greatcr price, than when Di- 
{tilled ; their uſual way therefore is ro Dittill 
luch Wincs, as will not keep the year about with- 
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out roping or turning ſowre, or ſuch as are ſmall 
and defective, in compariſon to what they are 


at other Vintages, wherefore we conceive that | 


moſt Brandies are made ſuch Years, as are wet 
and cold, ſo that the Fruit of the Vine, or 


Grapes are not for want of the bounteous or | 
friendly raies of the Sun brought to their true | 
maturity ; from whence only proceed the rich- | 
neſs and fragrancy to the Wine; for thereby | 


only is the Specihcated Sulphur brought forth 


apparently in its Genuine Nature: Now what. 
Nature doth not perform, they endeavour to | 
ſupply by Art, ſc. by ſtumming of them, bring | 


ing them by an Artificial heat into a ſtrong 


Fermentation; and to give favours, they often 
uſe the Tinture or Eflence of appropriated | 
Herbs; and being hne or fined by Glaſs, they 


rack them off for Sail ; concerning which Brew- 
ing of Wines, there is no Nation that uſeth it 
more than the Dutch; for altho' in France they 


generally buy the ſmalleſt priſed Wines, new. 


and rough, yet by their ſweets, and Perfumes 
do they bring and advance them to a conſider- 
able price: And theſe alſo thus managed give 
a very good and pleaſant Spirit or Brandy ; be- 
ing at all times ht for Diſtillation ; but that Spi- 
rit drawn from the Lees will not by far be f 
pleaſant, as this from the Wines, altho* both 
out of one and the fame Cask, as will be ſhown 
hereafter ; therefore pailing this by here, we 
ſhall come to ſhow the way of ordering Low- 
wines and Lees, which is thus : 


You 
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You muſt add to your Lees as much warm 
Liquor as will diflolve them, and then with 
Stum and warmth, or the common Ferment , 
bring them into Fermentation, and if thick, you 
may preſs out the moiſture, and Diſtill it: But 
in the Viniferious Countries they mix ſmall, new, 
and other decayed Wines therewith, and fo brin 
them into Fermentation with ſome other ſmal 
addition of Liquor, and then Diſtill them. So 
thatit is from theſe mixtures that the Violet, Raſ- 
berry, and other pleafant taſtes proceed : For 
as the Ingenious Glauber faith, the Fuice of Grapes 
3s nothing elſe but a ſweet Salt, which by Fermenta- 
tion becomes more Tart, nay indeed more ſowre, as 
sts Inviſible, Vital, and Internal Spurituality hath its 
more volatile particles exhauſted ; but ſeeing we 
have more largely treated of Savours in the 
Chapter of Reltification, we {hall omit it here, and 
proceed to the laſt Head. 

The Fermentation of Herbs is to be con- 
ſidered in a twofold reſpett, ſc. either as they 
are worked per ſe by a common Ferment; or 
by Sugar and Honey per ſe is when the Herb, 
Flower or Berry, is bruiſed in a large Wood- 
ep, or Alabaſter Mortar, with a \Vooden Peſtle, 
and then warm Liquor, or \ater poured thereon, 
and the Ferment or Yeaſt added ſufficient to 
ſtir ir up or quicken it ſv as to bring it into 
a true and perfeft Fermentation : By Sugar or 
Heney us, as you Diltill trom the Herb its Juice 
in a cold Still, to which, being put in a conveni- 
ent Vellel, you add Herbs, Fruits or Flowers, 
well bruiſed, and to every Gallon of Liquor a 
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Pound, two, three, or four of Sugar or Honey, 
as you will have it in ſtrength; then being 
ſtirred well together, let them be covered clok 
and warm; and ler them ſtand till they Fer. 
ment, work, froth and flower, and ſmell very, 


fragrant, and become tit to Diltill ; and if occafs 


on requires this Fermentation may be promoted 


by ſome of the precited Fermentatives. Obſerve 
that it you work roots cither of theſe ways 
you mult flice them thin before you put them 
12. 

Thus have we run through theſe ſix Heads, 
in which is comprehended all that is needful to! 
be treated of concerning Fermentation, only we 
think it requilite ro add theſe following rules 
Firſt, That #n al! things that are to be wrought b 
Fermentation, the whole mixture muſt be well united; 
Decoudly, That the Back, muſt be remperately ſet; 
Thirdly, That you muſt add a convenient quantity 
of Teait or Ferment, and keep them warm : All thek 
muſt be diligently weighed, and accurately ob 
ſerved, it ever you intend to exalt your mater; 
als to the delired end ; concerning which you 
ſhall hear what the famous Radolphus Glaube 
laich, \Where he ſpeaks of the defetts in Fermen- 
tation; 4/c which he ſays ſometimes proceed fran 
00 Muc/h cord, or bot Water put im, or the Veſſ: 
noe being well covered, by which means the cold Av 
33 (et mm, waence the Fermentatiom is hindred, an: 
con,equently the Diſtillation of the Spirzt ; for by th 
heip of Fermentatun the burning Spirit of the + 
petibies is fot at liberty, without which it cannot |: 
done: Ajo the Diſtillation is hindred by too mu) 
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haſte, as well as by too much delay ; for if you begin to 
Diſtill before the time, viz. Fermentation not being 
yet perfeRted, you ſhall have but few Spirits z where- 
fare alſo the better part #1, by many that are unzlgl- 
ful, caſt to the Swine, but without any great loſs, if 
the matter were Malt ; becauſe that Swine are fed 
therewith: but not ſo if other Vegetables were the mat» 
ter of the Diſtillation: Alſo too much ſlowneſs where 
the Matter begins to be ſowre before 3t be Diftulled, 
yields very few Spirits, that which often happens 
whileft Herbs and Flowers, &C. | are out of Ionorance 
left in Fermentation three , four , five, or more 
Weeks, before they be Diſtilled; for the greateſt parg 
of the Spirit js then turned go Vinegar, which would 
nat be ſo very ill done, of ſo be theſe men knew 
how to Clarifie the remainders, and turn it into 
Vinegar, that nothing thereof migbe be loſt , for the 
Vinegars of Herbs , Flowers, Seeds and Roots are not 
ro be contemned. And ſo often times (a thing ta be la« 
mented ) the better parts, if they be Spices, and Pres 
cious things, 1s loft. 
The matter of the Diſlillation, and other choice 
things, as Seeds and Herbs are caſt away with toſs ; 
wherefore for Admonition ſake, I was willing to add 
ſuch things that the Operators may have an opportu- 
nity to conſider the matter a little more profoundly with 
themſelves, or at leaſt of learmng the Are of Diſtilling 
from Country Men, who do not ſiffer their Malt to 
Putrefie, grew Sowre or Mouldy, before they fall up- 
on their Diſtillations ; but preſently Fermentation being 
made { the third or fourth day ) begin their Diſtillatiog. 
Which we ſhall now come to treat of, and firſt 
of bringing them into Low- wines. 
C + For 
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For the making of which you muſt obſerve 
two things; the firſt is,that in all things, which are 
iquid, as Beer, Cyder, &c. you muſt put your 
deſcribed Pump into the Back in which it 
is, direting your Spout to that Still which you 
rm gm NE nd let one hand Pump 
and another pair of hands row up, that ſo the 
bottom may come into the Still, and when filled 
ſo high as the upper Nails, let down your Head 
on the Still; but put not the Beck or Noſe as 
yet into the Worm; for Reaſons hereafter ex- 
prefied ; then, the Still being charg'd, proceed to! 
the making of your Fire, which is belt of Coals or! 
dry Cleft.\Wood, and very ſtrong, until it begins; 
to boyl, as a pot going over; then muſt you ſer the 
Pipe of the Head into the Worm, and as it be 
gins to drop ard run a ſmall ſtream into the 
Can, then immediately muſt you throw dampi 
under the Still, which is, the Aſhes that fall under 
your Grate and kept wet for that end, for if you 
ſhould not do fo, it would boyl over into the 
Worm, and fo ſtop and foul the fame ; and ha- 
ving proceeded thus far, your Still being in a 
good temper, you muſt begin to lute all faſt with 
a Paſte made of W hiting and Rie-flower : you 
muſt exactly lure round the Neck of your Still, 
and by fo doing you will keep in that Breath, 
in which is the Spirit; and as you have paſted the 
Neck, ſo muſt you alſo paſte the Pipe and 
Worm, wherein it goes; that is to fay, exactly to 
cloſe the Joint: You muſt alſo obſerve fo to 
govern your Fire, that you bring your Still to 
work lo, as that the Stream may run the bigneſs 
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of a large Gooſe or Turkey Quill ; and bein 
thus brought to work, it mult be [continued ti 
all the ftrengrh is off, and what runs is a ſtinking 
Flegm; thus are you to proceed in your firſt Ex- 
rrattion, the ſecond ſhall be ſhown hereafter. 

As to the other thing which is to be obſerved, 
it is in the Diſtilling of thoſe things, which are 
not preſſed forth from their Corporiety z but thick 
and thin muſt all go into the Still rogether; and 
this generally will Cake, although you take all 
the care you can to ſtir it before it works; 'by 
which means we have known the bottom of a 
New Still burnt out ; which to prevent, as we have 
done in our tryals, you muſt obſerve, that in making 
your Still,two Inches above the turning, and juſt even 
with the cloſure of the Brick-work, you muſt have 
your Still turned with a very largeVerge,and exaCt- 
ly hammer'd for the upper part to ſhut in,which muſt 
be proportioned round up, as in other Stills, with 
a Neck exaCtly fit for the Head, on which you 
muſt place two Rings, juſt oppoſite one to ano- 
ther, that ſo at any time upon occaſion it may 
be ealily lifred off, to which Verge you mult fit 
a very ſtrong Iron Hoop, the upper part of which 
mult have three ſtrong Rings in it, that ſo upon 
occalion a Rope may be fallned to it ; to the 
under part you muſt lace or brace on your con- 
tainer, Which muſt come within two or three In- 
ches of the bottom, as alſo within two Inches 
of every {ide ; then place your hoop on the Verge,

ing your Low-wine:, as before laid down in the 
firlt Obſervation : and this alſo is to be Noted, 
that ſome Malt, Grain, and Fruits will in the be 
gining run off a Can, two, or three of Prod 
Spirit, and then it generally runs long: Orthen 
ſomerimes runs not at the beginning ſo tully Prod, 
and yet will yield indifterently well. "Thus you 
Low wines being Diſtilled, you let them lie te 
or fourteen days, to enrich themlelves ; for i 
that time they get by lying, and ſome thin 
that if they lie longer they loſe, as alſo Pro 
Spirits, except they lie very warm: But how 
ever they may, as we have found by experiencz 
be ſo order'd, as that they may be the more mel 
lowed, and better themſelves thereby. "The 
rules being ſulhcient tor the Extracting all kin! 
of Low-wines, and the more eſpecially, if yo 
make Uſe of our curiqus Invention, before deſc 
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bed, for that by it theſe benefits will accrew ; Firlt 
you are not troubled; . with the moving, ſtir- 
ing or rowing your matter in the Still ; Second- 
ly you necd not fear your Stills being burnt, or 
your Wines getting any aduſtion or Evil Tang, 
for they will come over ſweet, pleaſant , and 
fragrant; Thirdly and Laſtly , you have this 
advantage, that you may remove the ſhoulders 
of your Still, and faſten a Rope in the Iron 
Hoop, and by means of a Pully litr your mat- 
ter at once out, Which may be received into a 
Coule and bore away ; and the Waſh let out the 
common way ; and if your matter be cither 
Wheat or Barley, the Grains, though they have 
been in the Still, will be very good Food for 
Cattle or Swine. Note that _ this method, 
only uling a ay made ht for the Verge, and 
an Inch or two of vacancy between, whereby to 
put in the- Water, may you have an Artificial 
Baineum tor rectifying your Spirits. We ſhall now 
proceed to the ſecond Extraction, which is thus ; 
Take two or three Cans of Water, put them 
into your Still, and a ſmall handful of Salt ; and 
charge your {till with Low-wines tq a convenient 
height; let down your Head, and pive Fire;

, tho' a thing ſo much praCtiſed, ſeeing 
agreeable and pleafant ways are ealily to 
found. Now we ſhall reveal one thing 
which will be helpful ® the _ which i 
in taking away part of the groſs , fro; Low 
whence much of the Evil ang nd Hat 
and 'tis thus: "Take a pound of Wool, waſh i whi 
exceeding clean, and dry it, and with a loop the 
it in the Head of the Still, in which ma) 
olcous parts, aſcending, will be inforbed ; larg 
when the Operation is over, waſh clean, dry; may 
and keep ir for the like ſervice: Having Y 
finiſhed the ſecond Extraftion, we think it na 
amiſs ro ſhow what quantity of Low-wine;, and 
Proof goods, and fine Spiries may be Extrafte!

You muſt know, that in the firſt place, *twil 
make about Fifty Gallons, or ſomething mor: 
than three Barrels of Waſh, which ia the hr 
Extraftion will make thirty two, thirty fou, 
or thirty ſix Ga'lons of Low-wines ; and thek, 
if you let them lie, will in the ſecond Extra 
on yield eleven or twelve Gallons of Proof Spiri 
nay fometimes (through the goodneſs and rich 
nels of the Malt ; thirteen ; eſpecially if in th 
ſecond Extraftion you add ſome Water into th 
Still; which in the third Extreftion we count i 
truly Proot loſe not many Gallons in a "Tun. 

Note alſo, the Enz/ifp receive their Low-wine: 
Proof, and Fine Goods in Cans; but the Dur

N the former Chapter we treated concernitig 
the way of erecting a Work-Houſe, as alſo 
of proper Urenſils thereunto belonging, together 


with the way of making Low-wines, and Proof F- 


Spirits, ſo that we ſhall here come to that of 
Rectification, ſhowing how far we can advance 
In making excellent Seuff, and Artificial Brandies ; 
concerning the poſſibility of which we ſhall firſt 
give you the Opinion of that famous Radolph 
Glauber, P. 1. pag. 57. Where he mentions the 
difference of Malting : The difference of Malt, 
by reaſon whereof it yields better or worſe Beer, and 
Spirie conſiſts for the moſt part in the preparation 
thereof ;, for being made after the Vulgar way it retain: 
vs taſte , wherefore it cant yield good Spurit, nor 
good Beer, which is obſerved by very few; wherefore 
they could not draw forth good Spirit out of Corn, 
but ſuch as ſavours of the taſte and ſmell of the Malt ; 
which is not the fault of the Corn, but of the Ar- 
tificer, not operarmg «-right in the Preparation of 
his Malt im Diſtillation and Refification : For if it 
were prepared a-right in all things Corn yields a very 

good 
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grod Spirit, not unlike to that which is made out of 
the Lees of Wine, in taſte, odour, and other wvir- 
tues, Which Art although it be not known to all, 
yet it doth not follow, that it is _ To 
which Opinion we can the more freely” aſſent, 
ſeeing that we, by our former experienced tryals, 
which were about hive years ago, at which time 
we had a good quantity of our Percipiolum of Tar- 
tar by us, have made moſt excellent H/;nes and 
Artificial Brandies from the chiet Heads before 
mentioned : Concerninggwhich Tartar, we have 
many Myſteries to write ; but for obligation fake 
muſt reſerve ſome of them ; as being aſſiſted there- 
in by a Glaiberiem;, but however we ſhall lay 
the thing before your view by repeating the 
words of the Famous Author. P. 2. pag. 139. 
* Take white or red Tartar ( for both of them 
© being well mundihed, are as good one as the 
© other) diflolve it in Water, and ſeparate all 
© its groſs Sulphur, by a certain precipitating mat- 
* ter. This impurity abiding in the Water, is 
© to be ſeparated from the precipitated Tartar ; 
| © by pouring out the Water, the which (Tartar 
* remains in the bottom like a Snowy Sand, 
* and is to be well purged by reiterated waſh- 
| © ings with Water, fo long until (all the impuri- 
: © ties being well ſeparated) the Powder it ſelf 
| © becomes like to the white Snow. He alſo adds 
* that this may be ſo highly exalted as to be 
* aflociable ro Gold ; | but the knowledge of a 
* matter Precipitating F:rtar is not eafie to be at- 
* tained to, without which it will never ſuffer ir 
' « {elf to be precipitated and purged ; 'tis an hard 
q * thing 
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* thing to hind, but he that knows it, it renders him 
& all his labour facile and eafie. Any impure Tartar, 
&* whether it be white or red, may be ſo waſh'd 
& in one or two hours ſpace and ſo Purged, that 
&* (loſing nothing fave its Feces) it will become 
© moſt white, and much more apt for many 

& tions. "Theſe make ſuch fine Spirits of Wine 
« without any violent Diſtillation, that thoſe Spi. 
& rits added to Water will make good Wine 
& if you again add in the depurated Tarts, 
You may allo ſee , what he further fays in Þ, 
2. pap. 59. and P. 1. pag. 292. 

Now if you cannot attain to this Tartar, you 
muſt endeavour ſo to prepare your Spirits, as 
that they may be ſweet and pleaſant, though 
ſomething different in taſte from thoſe of the 
Vine, which taſte proceeds from the ſignature 


of that ſpecificated Sulphur, from whence the Spi- 
rits are prepared,which generous Nature will preſern 
what in her lies to the utmoſt Tiad ; but ſtrong S&& 
vours come from the violence of Fire and Aduſti 
on; ſo that the fault is not to be aſcribed to 
Nature,but to the Ignorance of the Artificer ; ſeeing 
ſuch the fame will happen, even from the Pro 
ducts of the Vine; therefore the slcillful one 
muſt firſt bereave them. of this taſte and ſmell; 
and then he may calily introduce ſuch others, s! 
have a meaſurable Homogeniety and Afhnity to! 
the Vine; this, and this only, is the great bub 
neſs of Art, and the Artificial Preparation wt 
would point forth; for” (as we 've elfewher! 
faid ) if Spirits were thus Stilled, fo as fo get a 
il Tang, they muſt again be bercaved there, 
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which is not accompliſhed till your Spirits are 
broiight in a manner as free from taſte as 
Water, only Fiery and Spiritual; whereby 
much of the groſs Sulphur, from whence the 
aduſtion , al cntanacly ill Tang , pros 
ceeds, is caſt off, and ſeparated; we mean as to 
its domineering qualities. The like may be done 
to great content even on Rum, which is the 
ſtrongeſt in ſmell and raſte of all the Vinor Spi- 
rits,drawn from Vegitable Concretes: Which taſte, 
we are well fatisied comes not ſo much from 
the Internal Nature of the Concrete, as from 
their rough Preparation of the ſame ; ſe. their 
ſo often uſing the remains and reliques of Su- 
gar and Canes ; ſeeing that by pure Salts and 
great Quantities of freſh water, they are cleanſed 
therefrom, as a Leper is, when cleanſed from 
his dehlements, and brought to a ſweer and plea- 
fant Spirit z which faid ſweetneſs cannot by all 
the Art imaginable, be equally produced trom 
ſome other Spirits; ſeeing thoſe that proceed 
from the Vinor Root it ſelf are not equally 
indued with Fragrant, Rich, and Sweet Efflu« 
vinms. 

For one Sitnple is naturally ſweeter than an- 
other ; ex. gr. All ſweet Wines will naturally 
yield ſweet Spitits, and clear Wines yield abun- 
dantly ſweeter Spirits than thoſe made from the 
Lees, alrhough proceeding from one and the 
lame veſſel; for Claret Wine gives by much 
a ſweeter Spirit than the Feces or ſediment thereof, 
there being therein a more groſs and feculent 
Sulphur, the which corrupts their {unple ſweets 
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neſs, which chiefly is to be preferred ; wherefore 
do we eſteem the Glauberian way of D:ſtilling, laid 
down in the fourth Head ; becauſe the Low- wines 
and Proof Spirits come oft from thence abundant- 
ly ſweeter than thoſe from Waſh : And, as 
the Author ſays, P. 1. pag. 159. may in all things 
be made to tafte like natural Brandy. 

N.B. © Burt if any man will give this Brandy 
& a relliſh, like that made of the Lees of Wine, 
& then he muſt rectify it upon the Lees f 
« Wine; for this way by the Oyl of Wine, 
* which is plentiful among the Lees, he ac- 
& quires his ends, and in all things he may uſe 
© this inſtead of thar. 

Objetion Bur ſome may fay how can this 
poſſibly be ſo ſweet as that drawn from pure 
Wines, ſeeing that you but even now faid that 
thoſe gave a tweeter Spirit than that drawn from 
the Lees ? 

But in Anſwer to theſe ; We will not compare 
them with thoſe drawn trom pure Wines but 
with fuch as are drawn from Vinor Roots of « 


more inferiour Nature, and eſpecially from the | 
Lees; becauſe theſe having their aduſtion on | 
them, are apt to get a ſtronger ſmatch, being 
expoſed to the Fire, than fuch Spirits will, which 
are already worked fo pure, that in the ReCtif- | 


cation they will only ſuck out the Volatile, Sul- 


phureous and pleaſant parts, as is evident in this | 
{f thoſe Lees, from whence you have drawn | 


your Spirits, be atterward Fermented, and then | 
n Diſtilled, they will yield bur little quantity 

of Spirit, and that deficient in its tayour; fo 
that

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that 'tis evident that there is a difterence of Mag- 
netical attraction and violent Dilſtillation, the one 
bringing up only the Homogeneuus parts, and 
the other ſending oft the more groſs with the 
Volatile ones ; and yet mote it the Spirit you 
uſe is already ſweet and pleaſant, and the Arget 
by Art ſeparated from all its impure and terrene 
Feces, as betore mentioned : and again we lee & 
conſiderable difterence in ſuch Spirits, as are 
purihed by ſuch Salts, as will Magnetica!ly at- 
tract their impurities and Aquacities ; fo that 
their Spirituality is ſeparated, and then Dillilled ; 
from tuch Spirits, as are worked and rectified 
through the body of Salt in the >rill ; for al- 
tho" theſe may in ſome meaſure rob them of 
ſomething, yet again they alſo add ſomething of 
the Nature of that Salt, whence reCtihed, and 
therefore can't be {o pure as the former ; ſecing 
they are worked by a {imple intention, their impu- 


rities being gone before they come into the Still 


You have a clear example in this, that where- 
as Bay Salt is uſed in the common Nlethod of 
ReClihcation, Bay leaves, Or:ice, Ginger, Mugwort, 
Prumes, Pellitory, all Spice, Tamarinds, Clary, &C. 
Yet are not thele Spirits by tar ſo pleaſant, as 
thoſe, which are thus prepared. 

Take of pure Indian Veter, and white Tar- 
tar, of each a Pound, tie beſt Yellow Sulphur 
half a Pound, and being tinely powder'd and 
mixed together, you may with a red hot Iron 
hre them, and when they will burn no more, 
melt them well in the tre, and when cold, 
pour thera out into a Mortar, an pulverize 
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them very fine immediately, or elſe they will 
Magnetically attra&t the Air, and fo not ealily 
admit of pulvetizating ; theſe forthwith put 
into a Glaſs, and pour thereon two quarts of 
iph proof __ ſuch as you would bereave 
their ſmell; and put them into a cold place 

for four or five days, remembering to ſhake them 
twice or thrice 2 day, then Filter them through 
a Cap-paper or Filtre, and draw off two third 
parts by Diſtflation in Bal. Marie ; and fo have 
you your Spirit 2gain, but of a wonderful plea+ 
fant taſte and ſmell, far above the former, at. 
though no Herbs are as yet added ; and tho' 
this at the firſt appearance may not ſeem to 
you' a thing of profit; yer it carries with it in 
its demonſtration fuch great truths as will con- 
firm not only the Nature and Difterence of thefe 
being ſo wrought, but alſo the poſſibdity of 
meliorating and bettering ſuch things as are not 
drawn from the Products of the Vine; and its 
profits may alſo hereafter be conſiderably diſcer- 
ned ; but in all this here is hitherto our miſhap ; 


that we are forced to be beholding to the Pro- 


ducts of Foreign Lands, whenas the thing, | 
which muſt anſwer the grounded intentior: of | 


this buſineſs, muſt proceed from ſomething, 


which is a proper Product of this Land ; or elle | 
how ſhould we ſupply our ſelves with good | 
wares in time of dithculty ; and therefore lea- | 
ving all Foreign things, as Tartar, Wine-Lees, | 
Chryſtals, Verdigreeſe, or any Vitriol of Venus, &c. | 


although we know that ſomething from thee, 


i rightly prepared, may be pertormed, as well 


as 
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as from common Sulphur or Sea Salt, and fach 
others as are aptly made, for the great buſineſs 
of ReCtification; nay, we ſay from the Stone Pa- 
riete, or natural Vieriol of Mars, being opened 
by the fixed Salts contained in Hermaphroditical 
ones, from whence proceeds a pleaſant Earth 
which to our knowledge is very homogeneous 
to Viner Spirits; for by it we are able before 
men of underſtanding to prepare better Stuff 
than hath hitherto been uſually done ; although 
Concentrated Vinegar is not to be deſpiſedgs if ſo 
imbodied, as to preſerve its 'Tartneſs in its Vitali- 
ty ; eſpecially if the Spirits are ſo Diſtilled as to 
retain their ſweet flavours ; for as we have elſe- 
where ſaid, from the tart and ſweer, together 
with the predominance of the Specificated Sul- 
phurs, come the different flavours unto Viner 
Spirits; for if the ſweet hath the predominance, 
with the flavours of the Rhinal ſoy, then the 
violet raſte is evidently diſcernable: bur from

really $ as the Ancient Philoſophers teltihe, 
* {c. tifat in the Mineral Kingdom by help ct 
* the firit Ens or Sced of Metals they can 
tranſmute all the impure ones into vendibie 
* Sol and L:awa; why then may not the true 
* Spagy'ſt by heip of the Univerſal Vegetable 
« Seed take off the drowlie Nature of Satun 
"af Spirit of Baricv, or tac Airy Nature of 
* Fupucer, or Spirit of Fruits, and bring them 
* into that friendly one of Verus, and the Sun, 
' to which the Viae belongs ; ſeeing the pollt- 
* biliry of Tranſmutation is by the moſt Preg- 
nant Wits of this Age believed 2 And there 
:s hardly any one, that pretends to any thing 
of Art, but will argi. tor the fam* ; and 
tpere have been given ſuch undeniable demon-

But leaſt ſome ſhould objeft and fay thar 
thoſe high Preparations mentioned, as Spagyri- 
cal, which Art we underitand not, are not cafie 
to be obtained, and ſo the Art of Rettikcation 
muſt remain wholly hidden unto us: In An- 
fwer to this, we muſt be forced to fay that it 
proceeds not from any deficiency in the Rules 
contained in this ,writing, but from a ſluggiſh 
negle&t of their heedful obſervation, and of put.

belides the Lees of Wine , and what proceeds 
from that root with the Viner Heiggs, &c. 
and others which you count Spagyrical, things 
of ſuch a degree as any one may conceive, as 
Bay Salt, Bay Leaves, Orrice, &C. And to thoſe 
already named, we will add Cherries without 
the Stones, Ar/mare, Pepperwort, the Herb Scarles, 
the Blackberry, firſt made into Wine, as direfed, 
as alſo Wheat Corn; for from thence proceed 
moſt excellent flavours, as we know by large 
Experience; therefore accept of our plain and 
kind Communication, and by a few tryals you 
may hit the profitable truth ; eſpecially if you 
over Doſe not the Spirit with the Herb ; for do 
we not ſee how a few drops of the Oyl of 
Cinamon, Cloves and Mace, being dropt into Sugar 
and caſt into Wines, alter their taite, eſpecially 
if ſome Eſſence of Ambergree/e is added, as may 
be hereafter more largely ſhown in the nexr 
Impreſſion of our Britannean Magazine of Liquors,

preſidents make clear the Art of ReCtificarion, 
fo that enough and more than enough is ſaid of 
this Nature ; ſeeing the diligent hand mul 
by trials obtain that, which may greatly re 
dound to the ſatisfaction of the ſearcher ; far 
doth not Selomox ſay, the diligent hand makes rich, 
which may be underſtood in Knowledge as well 
as Subſtance, ſince that he preferrs Wiſdom and 
Underſtznding before all the Riches and Glory 
of this World: ſaying, that Kzngs and Prince; 
myſt come and throw down their Crowns and Scepter; 
before it : And how can any man be ſaid to e&x- 
cel another, if he have not ſome gifts above 
him, and a Practical knowledge in that, of which 
the other underitands nothing 2 but into this 
art. mult every man eater by his own fſelf-l 
ad and unceilant feeking and knocking, un- 
til Divine Providence through his perſeverance 
opens it unto ſhim: For we can neither lay, 
nor yet think of any Limitations in this Cate;

Proof Spirit what ſiiffice:h ; and fo take either t 
much or too little, ard thereby deſtroy the by 
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monious flavours of their Waters : fo is alſo the 
ſecond, for many Grains in a Compolition, where 
rarious things are named, will amount to Scruples 
and Drachms, and fo make a conſiderable altera- 
tion, eſpecially in fuch as are preſcribed for Phy- 
fical uſes ; in the which we ought tobe very cauti- 
ous, that ſo their virtues may anſwer the Preſcri- 
ber's end.

Concrear, be not radically V olatized, for here is 
the dittcrence between an O:co/um and Powers, 
they are generally prepared, the FIYſk is char, 
wherein Urmous Spirits are moſt predominant, and 1s 
made frarrant by the Vinor @ethor with Aromatich 
Ovls alded in the Preparation -*but in the TACT the 
Vinor fragrancy is eſſentially predymumant, and what 
Volatile or Alla'tzated Spirits are therem , they are fo 
anwi/ible as not to be diſcerned; but in the Preparation

to bereave it of its factor isthus, take of pure Red- 
Wize two pound, and hlrtre exaftly through 


' {double Cap-paper , put it in digeſtion for ſevzn 


days, pouring on now and then four or five ounces 
of Spirit of Wine diſtil'd from rich Aromaticks, aud 
z it begins to ſmell very fragrant, put in a pound 
of common Sal-Armoniack that hath been diflolved 
n the diſtilled waters of Aromatick-ſpices, exactly 
flrred and again boiled up into the bo1y of Salt ; 
which being therein diſſolved you muſt feed it as 
before with the Aromatick Spirit, adding thereunto 
of the Eſſential Oyl of Cinamon Gnaiacum, 
and Saflaphrax, of each halt an ounce , and by a 
very gentle heat bring it to a dryneſs ; the which 
flt remove, and caretully preſerve, for tis of an 
neſtimable value. 


Then take Oyſter-ſhells, waſh them very clean, 
dry them, and Calcine them to an exceeding white

Separatory, and the Oyl carefully preſerve : N. B. 
the Water will ſerve to macerate freſh Worm-wood 
to which, being pur into the Still, you may add the

through the bagg and be received by the Funnel,

Theſe are thoſe Salts inftanced in our Brie. Mey 
where we ſaid that fixed Salts , burning Spirits and 
Effential Oyls muſt be United, Diſtilled, and Coho- 
bated, until brought over in a Balſamick Spirit, 
which being imbodied into an Eflential Salt plainly 
manifeſts its Calidum mnatum , or drying enriching 
Sulphur, which gives Life and Sulphurous Fatnels, 
durable, laſting, and ſubſtantial Virtues ro Wine, 
exalting both its Taſt and Smell ; thus th= Salt or 
Eflence of Worm-wood will make rich Wormwood- 
wine; the like will that of Mint, Bawm and 
Angelica, &c.

| ſifficient to preſerve long Life ; and his Elixer Pro- 
| prietatis as 4 Balm to defend againſt Corruptions and 
Death: and altho wecannot boaſt, that we have 
'nall things prepared Helmont's * Alkabeſt, yet in 


this we are very. confident, that we know the 
' Matter whence it was prepared , and have ſeen 
'and made a Salt therefrom, which ſtands pa- 
nllel with what Glauber attributes to his Sal Mira- 
bilis, having made ſome experiments by it, eſpe« 
cially in raking off the ill rangue of Malt Spirits, 
which have anſwered fo far above our expeQa- 
tion, as that we could do no lefs than give it the 
tame of Se! Panariſtos,; for being ſo much ſupe- 
rior to others we thought it not unworthy of the 
Wwperlazive Degree. 


And you may obſerve that this Salt carries with 
tan Univerſal Tendency, having obtained its 
Virtue from ſuperior and inferior Beings, for as 
we formerly ſaid, the three firſt Principles are 
Chriſtallized in the three laſt by means of that 
re, which (as Sandivegius faith) burns up three, 
and leaves one, which is the Diamond-like pow- 
der the true fixed Nitre of the Wiſe, and doubrt- 
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leſs Paracelſus's Sal Enixum, and Glauber's Sal Ms- 
rab;lis, this performing all that can in reaſon be 
to them attributed; the manner of whoſe pre- 
paration we could freely communicate in words at 
length, were we but ſatisfied that the fulneſs of 
time was come , for the revealing ſuch Secrets; 
but however from hence proceeds the Rey, for 
the true Preparation of all Arcana, and principal. 
ly Powers, Tinures, Eſſences, Duinteſſences, and Elix- 
ers, particular and univerſal Medicines, according 
to the exaltation of the Specifick Sulphur in the 
one, and the degrees of Purity and Univerſality in 
the other, even to a WAgoeUm; for it car- 
ries with it Univerſal Principles, even ſuch as 
exalt bodies, nay it contains thoſe Airy and Ni- 
trous ones, by which they are cauſed to vegetate 
and multiply; and therefore have we not im- 
properly called it the Mercurial Life, which con- 
veys the Solar Virtues into the Lunar Matrix, he 
therefore that knows this Airy Life, the nouriſh- 
er of Beings, and how to concatinate its pure 
Effluvia , fo as to make them corporeal, may 
boldly depend that he knows the Nature”of that 
by which Tranſmutation of Form is made, eſpe+ 
cially if he is acquainted with the Vinum rubnon 
Philoſophicum and its Spirit ; for as Hermes faith 
in Chao generali cap. 19. fol. 268. num. 14. Th 
chiefeſt cleanſing of our Mercury is , by the help of 
Wine to deprive it of its Saturnal Form and Darkneſs, 
that ſo it may become clear ard pellucfa like a Chr 
ftallme Tranſparent Sale : which Salt is impoſſible 
to be made, but by the belp of the ſaid _

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and this Wine is alſo very difficult ro be obtain'd ; 
witneſs Baſilius Valentinus in p. 210. where he 
ſpeaks of the true Spirit of Wine by which the 
Tin&ture of Sol is extrated. and without which 
there can be no true Aurum Potabile ; but (faith he) 
few men know how a true Spirit of Wine 1s made, 
much leſs can it's property be wholy found out : for tis 
indued with ſuch a ſtrange one, as not to be 
prepared by any new invented ways, for Nature 
hath an irrevocable Law ; therefore tho this hath 


| been _ after by many, yet it hath been found 


by very tew ; Irs qualities are ſuch as to declare 
its Excellency ; for it muſt be ſubtil, penetra- 
ting, withuur any Phlegm, Pure, Aerial and Vo- 
latile, fo that Air in a Magnetick quality may 
attra& it ; therefore it had necd to be kept cloſe 
in; 'tis of a penetrating and effeQual Operation, 
and its uſes are ſeveral; for without it you can- 
not obtain any true Specihick Medicine ; and *tis 
by this that we prepare the Powers before defcri- 
bed; and therefore we thought it neceſlary to 
inſert this, that if this Aqua-vite be truly re- 
Aihed and lighted, then the Mercury and Ve- 
gerable Sulphur ſeparate, and that Sulphur, being 
a meer fire, burns bright, and the tender Mercu- 
ry betakes himſelf ro his wings and flies to his 
Chaos; therefore ſhall we conclude concerning 
this with the words of Baſilius, where tis ſaid, 
He that can ſhut up and catch this fiery Spurit may boaſt , 
that he hath gotten a great Viftory in the Chymical 
Battle: Now what remains is to ſhow the har-

Wine doth not only allure the Spirits of man 
to ſhow forth their greateſt Activity, but alſo 
Comforts the fame ; for [as Helmone faith) the 
Spirit of Wine ts ſoon Converted mto the Arterial Blood, 
it alſo obtains the Tin&ture of Sol, or that true 
Aurum Potabile, which expells Melancholy and 
Sadneſs and rcjoyces man's heart ; reſtoring the 
Diſeaſed unto Sanity : now Baſilius calls man (or 
you may underſtand it , the Urinous Claſſis ; be- 
cauſe he ſays that he that drinks Wine converts 
it into the ſame in a more noble form, yea even 
into a clear Salt, which makes fixed things vola- 
tile, asinp. 283.) Wine, and Gold three Stones, 
Animal, Vegetable , and Mineral ; ſaying, that be 
who hath them may bold'y depend that he hath the 
Srones of the Univerſal, abundantly talked of, but the 
true Nature thereof little known ; but we alſo fay, 
that beſides the three Principles, Urinous or Mi- 
crec"{mical, therefore called Animal, which by 
the help of Salt, unite Sulphur, fo asto bring it 
into Azth, or an Exalted Lunar Oyl, the Ve- 
gerable is diſcerned as they 're- ſeparated from the 
Volatile Corruptions of the nethermoſt waters, and 
purifhed by the Servant of Nature, fo as to flow 
forth iato a pure Vinor Spirits, and the Mineral 
as the Wine is put into a glaſs, by means of the 
Gold runs not over, as the famous Folm Graſſeus 
alias Cortalaſceus ſaith, but Coagulates into Laten, 
which is the rue Magical Gold or Leo rubus and

Blood of the Red Lion &c. you have three Univer- 
lal Stones, Medicinal, Angelical and Tranſmu- 
tative, Medicinal, as 'tis brought to a Quinteflence, 
and diluted into an Aurum -Petabilez; Angelical, 
as this Red Stone is again ,Volatilized into a 'glo- 
ritied, yellowiſh, purple Oyl , and that again ime 
bibed by more of the rubited Quinteſlence, by 
which *tis made yet more highly Spiritual, pene- 
trating all things; and Tranſmurative, as the 
faid Rubitied Quinteflence is melted and ferment- 
ed with common Gold, fo as to be brought to 
exalt imperte&t Merals. Theſe are the three 
Triumphant Stones of the Wiſe-men, or Univer- 
ſal, moſt Univerſal, Cabaliſtical, Elixerating 
TinAures for Men and Metals; called by ſome 
the Triune Stone, becauſe proceeding from oge 
matter or root,/e. That general Chaos deſcribed by 
all the Philoſophers, containing a ſpermatical 
Eſſence of all created beings, the Book of Won- 
ders, and Looking-glaſs of Nature , wherein ſo 
many miſteries may be diſcerned , that we dare 
not here diſcover them , becauſe time and place 
are too ſhort ; therefore ſhall deſiſt from ſpeak- 
ing any further of ir, and come to ſhow ſome 
Excellent virtueg of our Sal Panariſtes, not only 
in preparing thoſe things by which Liquors are 
exalted, bur alſo in exalting them itſelf. 

The things prepared by it, principally for 
this uſe , are Tartar, Sulphur and Venus , aliho it 
diffolves all tangible Bodies, yet we ſhall here de- 
ſcribe no more than whar is pertinent to the dil- 
courſe, ſc. for the meliorating and exalting thele 

Spirits 
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Spiritsz at Tartar we have already you ma 
remember largly touched , but however we once 
more tell you , that all'Salts for this uſe muſt be 
Calcined with a very ftrong hire; eſpecially Tar- 
tar, Sulphur and Venus; orelſe you ſhall not 
obtain any radical melioration by them ; but the 
ingreſs muſt be ſuch as that any Spirit of Wine 
may extra&t its Tinfture ; but you muſt know 
that the Ancients had a two-fold fire, Fc. the 
Culinary , which by its ſharp flames Corrodes 
and Calcines Bodies, bringing them to Fixity, 
but indeed *ris after ſuch a way, as that the Vola- 
tile and Aﬀtive Parts thereof go away in ſmoak 
or fume, learn therefore to catch that the which 
you may, if you know but that, Vulcan , which 
was husband to Venus, yet conſecrated to the uſe 
of the chaſt Veſta; *ris indeed a Chriſtalline, Pure, 
or Liquid Fire, yet abundantly more ſharp, pe- 
netrative and Corroſive than the former ; for it 
radically diflolves and preſerves thoſe , which the 
other will not touch, if it doth not deſtroy it by 
the fury of its flames, and altho we cannot be 
without it, yet happy is he that knows the other, 
ſeing that by it we are able to perform the great 
buſineſs of Art and delire of the Artiſt; for in 
plain Terms, 'tis through this that we are able 
to Volatilize the ſweet Colcothar of Venus radically 
fixed, and then to diſtil and bring ir all over the 
Helm, the Sulphur being ſeparated from the 
Mercury, whichis then called the Element of Fire 
of Venus, and is an excellent Arcanum for melio- 
rating Wines and Vinor. Spirits, being _— 
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dilured; you muſt alſo know the Office of our $41 
Panariſtos, and by it to reduce common yellow 
Sulphur into a red fiery ſtone which then will 
meliorate Wines, like that of the Sulphur-of 
Venus ; and if you put a little thereof into a Cask 
of Wine, the Wine acquires a grateful Taft and 
Odour, and will be fo conſolated , as not eaſily 
to admit of changing or periſhing, which other- 
wile ſo often happens to Wines, eſpecially ſuch 
as have not had their exalted maturity by the 
benevolent Raies of So/, this Solar or Lunar Salt 
doth not only meaſurably ſupply this defect, 
but alſo enrich and meliorate Spirits ; for having 
prepared your Magnet, we hail give you the 
uſe of it in ſweetning of Spirits. 


Take of any fort of ill ſmelling Spirit or Bran- 
dy made from Corn, one part, of pure ſpring 
water two parts, mix them together, that ſo the 
ſtinking and ingrateful Savours may diffuſe them- 
ſelves into the added water ; having ſo done, you 
mult again tree this Brandy, thus tempered with 
the water by putting your Magnet thereinto, and 
ſo will you draw therefrom all the ſtinkingneR, 
and *ris then juſt as it you had waſhed that Wine, 
and rinſed off all it's filth, without any charge 
or difhculty ; for the Magnet or exalted Salc 
defires not to contraCt friendſhip with any Impu- 
rity. N. B. It remaining the ſame as betore, 
being freed from its flegm ; fo that this Work 
is neither chargable nor difficult ; therefore the 


principal buſineſs is to be Maſter of ſuch a Salr,

loſs we often lament our unhappy miſchance; 
ſeing we might have been more wary in making 
ſmaller Tryals, but this we ſhall paſs by, hoping 
that Providence may in due time multiply our 
Stores; if not, we muſt learn to be content, ſub- 
mitting our will to the Divine Pleaſure, who di- 
tributes of his Riches and Gifts in his own time, 
and there is no obtaining of it by force , *tis his 
own free Gift, fo thatit it is not again beſtowed 
on us, we may fay with He/mont, God Almighty 
knows for why, he hath given the Goat ſo ſhort a Tail; 
peradventure we ule not the Tallent beſtowed 
upon us aright, for we are convinced in our cons 
ſcience , that had we applyed it the genuin way, 
it might have been helptul ro hundreds that lan: 
guiſh, &c.
